BANNER. 


Nnw YOIIK, July o'J.—Mrs. Margeret 


Sanderson, relict oE tho late Ool. Henry 
S. Sanderson, and tho lady who made the 
Hag which inspired Francis Ssott Key to 
write '-The Star-Spangled banner, " died 
in this city yesterday, aged 83 yoars. At 
tho time of the bombardment o£ Fort

of stone, in the United States; and it un- 
doubtedly housed at one time several 
thousand oE tho former inhabitants. The 
remains of a thick wall arc found sur- 
rounding tho iuclosure on which this 
building stands. 
Tradition assigns this 


spot as the birth-place of Montezuma, the 
culture-god oE the Aztec people. It is 
reoresented that his mother was a virgin, 
and that ha was trained to care for the 
Hocks. On reaching maturity, ho exhib- 
ited wonderful supernatr-al powers, and 
,,aiued extraordinary influence over the 
many Pueblos in this section. He estab- 
lished a system of sun-worship, and con- 
nected with it tho sacred fire which was 
kept burning in a room, ot the large stone 
edilico of his village, for centuries until 
about forty years ago. This was done in 
obedience"to his command, and in expec- 
tation o£ his return to the place. 
Hosts 


of warriors perished iu watching the iire 
for days aud nights without food or rest, 
during tho lapse of these many years. 
At last, too members of this village be- 
came so few from this cause, and from 
their" conflicts with tho Goniacho tribe, 
that not a sullicient number remained to 
care for the sacred iire, and it was carried 
into tho woods and left by them. 


Itis also related that Montczuma gatk- 


tains are exceedingly charming 
A ride of a few miles to the west brought 
us to tl:o famous battle field of: Giuriotta, 
where the Union and tho Confederate 
troops fought a decisive) engagement in 
the spring ot 1SG2. Th's occurred in the 
Apacho Canon, toward its eastern end. 
An intelligent gentleman, also us a pri- 
vate in the northern force1?, participated 
in the battle.1, pointed out to me the places 
uE chief interest on the ground, and de- 
scribed many incidents iu the hotly con- 
tested and prolonged encounter. L saw 
the low ridge besides the trail, on whjch 
our army planted their cannon and here 
ell'ectually checkcdthe victorious march of 
the southern soldiers; the winding stream 
along whose banks tho companies of 
brave men on both sides were stationed, 
and numbers of them were slain; the Mesa 
which a detachment of our troops climb- 
ed dm Ing tho light, and descended in a 
hidden path to the rear of the rebel army; 
and tho narrow defile in which these 
troops attacked tho transportation train 
oE the army, and destroyed their wagons, 
200 in number, containing all their pro- 
v'sious. I subsequently met, i:i tho low- 
er portion of New Mexico, a most enter- 
prising cit."seu who, as a CouEcUerato oili- 
cer, hud on tho day of tho engagement, 
tho charge of the companies enlisted from 
the German settlors in Texas, whose duty 
it was to protect tho train. Ho described 
the action of these men in refusing to 
guard the provisions, aud in rushing for- 
ward into the field ploughed with our 
conuon shot; and thus negligently suppli- 
ed 
the 
opportunity for the 
fortunate 


turn in the battle. Tiio invading army, 
learning o£ the:r irretrievable loss, retreat- 
ed toward Texas, and suii'ercd untold 
hardships from hunger before they could 
reach their base of supplies hundreds of 
miles distant. 


Southwest of Santa Fc, about twenty 


miles, are located the mines oCthcOerril- 
los district. 
Hero hundreds o£ cliu'us 


have been made, and portions of them 
aro just now worked with only promise 
of moderate yield of silver, a little gold, 
and considerable lead. Thus far, quite a 
largo amount oE capital has been invested 
in tho development oE the mines, and 
some .of the companies interested are 
very hopeEul of finding rich veins ot sil- 
ver. This section is hilly, rather than 
mountainous. Tho |)rcsouce o£ valua'bic 
ores was known centuries ago by tho ua- 
tivo Indians and tho adventuro'us Span- 
iards. Many pits were dug by them, par- 
ticularly by the latter, find rough furnaces 
were erecting for smelting the silver ore. 
Some of these pits have recently been re- 
opened, and in them arc found tho largo 
stouo hammers, used m breaking up the 
hard granito and trap rocks, and the rot- 
ten trunks o£ trees which, with the not- 
ches cut in them, served for ladders. 
Here is also tho famous overflow of white 
porpheuy in a single lull about 300 feet 
high, in which is found the mineral tur- 
quoise in its utmost perfection. Jewels 
made from it arc in the crown o" tho 
king of Spain. The value oE a specimen 
oE tho sky blue variety far surpasses that 
of gold of tho same weight, A sullieiont 
amount ot broken stone was carried out 
of the mine on tho shoulders of the In- 
dian slaves under their Spanish rulers, to 
cover twenty acres of ground, scvcrnl feet 
deep. TUo refusal oE some inhabitants 
of tin Indian pueblo in the neighborhood, 
to work in a pit of this turquoiso hill, 
where twenty-live of their number had 
been crushed to death by the falling rock, 
led to tho revolution oE 1GSO, in which 
all the Spaniards in the territory •\vero 
either ulain or driven back into Mexico. 
Tho Catholic priest shared tho samo fate 
with tho cruel task-master. 
Afterwards, 


a com promise was effected on the basis 
that tlie invaders should never again op- 
erate in tho mines of the country occu- 
pied by these Indian tribes. 


While rambling among the camps near 


the Corrillos mines, I ascended or.o of 
the highest hills, and enjoyed 
u view 


which embraced a range in all directions 
truly 
magnificent. 
The 
houses of 


Santa Fe, situated in a slight depression 
o£ the grovmd, aro distinctly visible. The 
two Piacias mountains, abounding in 
gold, lie to tho southeast in tho immedi- 
ate vicinity.

A Sketch of Solon. 


Ho was a native of Athens, having 


been born about CSS before Christ, anil 
belonged to one of tho most distin- 
guished families of Atticn. 
In oarly life 


ho was engaged in trade, and visited 
many parts o£ Greece and Asia as a 
traveling merchant, and gained distinc- 
tion by his poems, and for his political 
wisdom was reckoned one of the seven 
sagos. 
He began his political career by 


recovering Kalnmis from the Megarians. 
The Athenians were tired with a tedious 
and clillisult war that they conducted 
against tho jMegarians for tho Island of 
Salamis, and made a law (.hat it should 
be death for any man, .by writing or 
speaking, to assert that the cit.y ought 
to recover it. 
Solon felt th3 disgrace, 


and perceived that thousands of youth 
wished for somebody to begin, but did 
not daro to stir first for fear of the law. 
Ho counterfeited a distraction, and by 
his own family it wr.s spread about the 
city that he was mad. 
Then he secretly 


composed a short poem and, commit- 
ting it to memory, won i to the market 
place, and as tho people gathered about 
him, 
ho got up on the' 'aid's stand and 


sang the elegy. His friends commended 
it, and especially Pisistratus exhorted the 
citizens to obey his directions; then the 
law was rccinded, aud war was renewed 
under the leadership of Solon, with suc- 
cessful results. In 59-Jt Solon was chosen 
arehon or chief magistrate of Athens, 
and enjoyed to tho full the confidence 
of the 'Athenians. 
Tho constitution of 


Solon, -which made property instead of 
birth the title of citizenship, and which 
was the 
prclndo to tho subsequent 


democracy, was by a solemn oath of 
government and people, declared valid 
without alteration for ten years. 
Ho 


obtained 
leavo of absence for that 


period, visited Egypt and Cyprus, and 
returned to Athens prior to the first 
usurpation of Pisistratus, 
and amid 


violent dissensions was respected by all 
parties, but was unable to overrule tho 
popular favor of his kinsman. 
As wiil 


bo~nt once apparent, wo are unable to 
go into the subject of Solon's laws, but 
aclviso tho interested reader to read 
Plutarch's 
"Lives."— Chicago Inter-

Mr. Conkling added: 
"The story 


that snakes cover their prey with saliva 
is an error. 
Sir Robert Ker Porter says 


the python doos not, Iirst cover its prey 
with saliva. The mucous doos not pour 
out of the glands unless the prey is largo 
and it is roijtiired to lubricate the jaws 
and throat lor the seemingly dispropor- 
tionate feast.

years; horses average from twenty to 
thirty, oxen about twenty, sheep eight 
or nine, and dogs from twelve to four- 
teen years. It has been observed tho.t, 
as general rule, the larger types of ani- 
mals live longer than tho smaller, in the 
vertebrated classes, quadrupeds, birds, 
reptiles and fishes. Some kinds of birds 
attain a great ago; tho swan has been 
known to live 100 years, and it is re- 
corded that tho raven, lias exceeded that 
age; 
birds of prey 
attain to great 


longevity, and the eagle has survived a 
century. Parrots have, been known to 
live sixty and as long as eighty years. 
Pheasants arid domestic poultry rarely 
exceed twelve and fifteen years. 
A tor- 


toise was placed in tho garden of tho 
Archiepiscupal Palace of Lambeth in 
1C33, during the life of Archbishop Laud, 
and lived till 1753, when it perished by 
accident. 
Small batraehions, ns tho 


toad, are known to live about fifteen 
yearn. Fishes and animals that live in 
the water attain, iu many instances, to a 
great age. The carp has been known to 
live 200 years. 
Common river trout 


have been confined iu a well thirty and 
even fifty years. 
A pike that has been 


known to live in a pond ninety years; 
and Gesner relates that in 1-197 an enor- 
mous pike was "aught iu a lake near 
Heilbronu, in Swabia, with a. brass ring 
attached to it, recording that it was put 
in the lake in the year 1230; the ring is 
still preserved at Mannheim. The ago 
of tho whale is known by the size of nnd 
number of the lamiuro of certain organs 
in tho mouth, formed by a hornoy sub- 
stance commonly called whalebone; these 
Inrnimo increase yearly, aud if tho mode 
of computation bo correct, they indicate 
in certain cases that the whole attains to 
an a^'e of 400 years. Little is known of 
the age attained by animals of tho lower 
types, such r.s articulata, mollusca, and 
radiata. That of insects has received 
some attention, and it has been remarked 
that though tho first period of life, 
passed in the grub or caterpillar state, 
extends to several mouths, or even years, 
tho great majority live but a few days or 
weeks after the ruetamorphis by which 
they attain to a more perfect form. Tho 
ephemera, when it loaves its grub-life in 
the water, aud assumes a higher form 
and au ferial existence, lives but a few 
hours, and dies tho very day it was born 
into its new life,
